:lmxi:-ly or ularm, Mr, Carlyle is still io Scot-

nnd.

The late Mre, Carlyle was o woman of much
Intelligenee and eculture. She, ps well as her
distinguished husband, corresponded, if we re.
member rightly, with Goewe, and other foreigu
authors ot renown., In the full coliection ol
Goethe's poems will be lound two oz three
poetical m-ru(r;.- addressed 1o “Madame Cariyle,
Scouand,” One of these was originally written
on & visiting eard, which Goethe sent 10 the wite
of hix friend and admirer, and the lnes, roughly
wranglated, ron somewhat in this fushion:—
